Reform MP’s offended by subsidies for artists’ studio lofts, given the 
growing number of Canadians who need help but can’t find affordable housing

I wish to respond to the com- 
ments of Leo Campos regarding 
my concerns with affordable hous- 
ing issues in Edmonton (MP con- 
tends homeless shelters have 
unfair advantage over landlords; 
voter tows a fight, SEE, March 16 
-22). 

People who are concerned 
about waste of public resources 
are easily and erroneously catego- 
rized as socially insensitive by 
those who see themselves as 
socially progressive, favoring tax 
expenditures to further a particu- 
lar agenda. If Mr. Campos cared to 
inquire, he would find out that I 
stand very firmly for the principle 
that society has an obligation to 
help those in true need. He would 
also find out that I abhor the waste 
in the current system that heips 
only a lucky few at the expense of 
so many more who are equally or 
more so in need of help. 

To question why shelters require 
a $25 per night subsidy in return 
for offering someone an opportu-

nity to sleep on a floor is appropri- 
ate. That subsidy, paid to a nefari- 
ous for-profit shelter provider, 
would accommodate the needy 
with a bed in a shared or private 
room. No one cares to ask the for- 
profit industry what it could 
accomplish with a $25 per night 
subsidy. Significantly more per- 
sons could be sheltered on mats. 
The Salvation Army only charges 
$5 per day for a full dormitory bed. 

To question why the non-profit 
housing industry can build only six 
housing units with $700,000 in sub- 
sidies — at an approximate unit 
cost of $115,000, compared to 

comparable units. 







full-market rent equals huge profit. 

The City of Edmonton recently 
came under a barrage of pressure 
from self-styled homeless advo- 
cates. The city responded with 
$1.3 million allocated to address 
homelessness concerns. 

The $1,3-million allocation fol- 
lows on the heels of $440,000 given 
to an organization that used the 
funds to repair and renovate 16 
houses. They also received 
approximately $360,000 under the 
federal Residential Renovation 
Assistance Program (RRAP), to 
bring their total subsidy to approx- 
imately $800,000. The taxpayer has 
paid roughly $50,000 per unit in 
renovation costs alone, whereas 





towards families. 

A 10-unit Artist Loft project 
received some $155,000 in grant 
funds, or a $15,000 per-unit initial 
subsidy. 

This is taxpayer-sponsored 
housing for the élite; it does not 
address the needs of the families 
of Edmonton’s working poor. The 
city has earmarked an additional 
$4.5 million for up to 1,000 new 
housing units in the city centre. 
Whatever expectations, these 
funds have not increased the stock 
of affordable housing. 

One of my main points — and

Smoking debate smoulders 


Bar owners claim property rights grant immunity from smoking bans

s British Columbia’s 
Pperowincewite ban on smok- 
ing in public places enters its 
third month, the rumblings over 
the potential of such a policy 
wafting into Alberta has anti- 
smoking groups optimistic. But 
some are worried about its 
potential effects on Alberta busi- 
nesses and complain that it is an 
unnecessary intrusion into our 

most basic human rights. 
Matthew Johnston of the 
Canadian Property Rights 
Research Institute (CanPRRI), 
says there is a feeling within the 
hospitality industry that a similar 
ban in Alberta would wreak 
financial havoc with the

The only authority over the 
Urban Lounge and Whiskey 
Grill’s smoking policy should be 
the Urban Lounge and Whiskey 
Grill, he adds. Fuhr says his bar 
is private property, customers 
are guests in his establishment 
and they are welcome to go 
someplace else if they don’t like 
the atmosphere. 

“They're fully aware when they 
come through my doors that 
there’s going to be smoke in 
there. They're making a con- 
scious choice to come in.” 

The same rules apply for his 
staff, says Fuhr, who suggests 
that there is an implicit agree- 
ment made between businesses 
and the people they hire and if 
those employees don’t want to 
work in a smoky atmosphere,

is proposed, at whatever level, 
there's no opposition. There’s 
none of this indignation that we 
felt as a property rights organiza- 
tion. No one’s standing up and 
saying anything,” said Johnston. 

“A lot of people's reaction is 
based on, ‘well this is just more 
government paternalism and 
meddling, and we've had 
enough.” 

Though CanPRRI was founded 
by ranchers and cattlemen to 
highlight private property rights 
with regard to endangered 
species legislation, Johnston 
feels a more urban take on the 
issue could help city dwellers to 
better identify with the thinking 
behind it. 

“They won't understand the 
property rights issue until it 
affects them directly and that's 
what the smoking ban has done. 
Private property rights are 
important and a person who 
owns property has the right to 
determine the use of that proper- 

But ATRA’s Liebert maintains 
that CanPRRI is trying to frame 
the issue around property rights 
when “the real issue is one of 
public health.”

e all search for Heaven on 

Earth. For some it’s a bar 

after work; others find a med- 
itative calm in front of a slot 
machine; others go to church. In 
our common drive to carve some 
semblance of paradise from our 
own soiled civilization, Vancou- 
ver's famous Wreck Beach stands 
out as an unofficial wonder of the 
world. Down a steep embankment 
off the University of British 
Columbia campus, between the 
city and the sea, you find a stretch 
of sand where the notion of “live 
and let live” is fully embraced: 
wear clothes or take them off — 
no one really cares. Buy some 
home-made beer sold by vendors 
or score some really good smoke if 
you want — or just say no. 
Whatever. It’s all good. 

It is this scene that playwright 
David Rhymer has come to know 
and love since moving to the West 
Coast nearly a decade ago. That 
calm world was shattered by the 
brutal murder of a young woman 
when absolute evil encroached on 
the sort of paradise in 1992. Three 
years later the girl’s killer con- 
fessed his sin to a priest, who con- 
vinced the man to turn himself 
over to police. With the cycle of 
sin and redemption complete, the 
seeds were sown for Rhymer’s 
new play, Wreck Beach. 

Beach-goers and the police 
abide by an unwritten social con- 
tract that allows liberal behavior. 
But the fact remains that a young 
woman was killed there. 

“One night, in a place many peo- 
ple consider to be the closest thing 
on Earth that there is to paradise, 
a girl was murdered,” said North- 
ern Light Theatre artistic director 
Sandhano Schultze. “She walked 
up that trail and was killed.” 

There’d be no shortage of peo- 
ple who wouldn't be surprised by

that fact. 

“Let’s face it: a young naked girl 
is a commodity in our society,” 
said playwright Rhymer, a fixture 
in the Wreck Beach community. 
“But no one there looked at her as 
a commodity. She was a young, 
special person . . . she is a symbol, 
in that sense, of love, of innocence 
and love of a good vibe. And I feel 
rage at the fact that she died.” 

Though he can’t claim to have 
been a friend of the slain girl, 
Rhymer does know a resident of 
the beach who was accused by 
members of the Wreck Beach com- 
munity of the murder — hence 
Rhymer's portrayal of a communi- 
ty rocked by murder rather than a 
murder mystery. 

The last Rhymer play to hit local 
stages was the One Yellow Rabbit 
production of Mata Hari: Tigress 
at the City Gate (co-written with 
Blake Brooker), which hauled in 
an impressive four Sterling 
Awards in 1997 — the most. taken 
by any one production that season. 
But the word ‘play’ may be a mis- 
nomer in this case. 

The co-production between 
Vancouver’s Axis Theatre and 
Edmonton's Northern Light Thea- 
tre is something of an experiment, 
according to Schultze, who sug- 
gests the piece is a “hybrid of 
dance and movement and songs 
and vignette.” 

So Wreck Beach reveals a story, 
or stories, through a series of 
impressions of the beach, its com- 


able to do this,” said Chan, “I have 
always kicked around the idea of 
doing a radio show live.”

Shumka takes on 
classic Cinderella 


When Gordon Gordey took over 
as artistic director of Shumka 
Ukrainian Dance, he set his sights 
on an ambitious project: the 55- 
member company would work for 
two years to create a universally- 
loved fairy tale, Cinderella.

un, don’t walk, to the Varscona 
Theatre sometime during the 
next week. There's something 
very special happening on stage. 
Something that against your better 
nature will leave you transfixed, 
spellbound and terrified. 
Watching Shadow Theatre’s 
production of Edward Albee’s 


classic play Who’s Afraid of 


Virginia Wolf? is not unlike being 
the sole spectator of a major car 
accident. And not just any old 
fender-bender. Watching George 
and Martha, Albee’s alcoholic cou- 
ple, battle it out is like watching a 
10-car pile-up, each sickening thud 
compounding the previous 
assault. 

There is a morbid fascination in 
watching other people's lives dis- 
solve into chaos and despair and 
Albee must have been fully aware 
of that when he penned Virginia 
Woof? in 1962. Perhaps the play 
allows an audience to feel morally 
superior or perhaps it gives us a 
glimpse of what might have been, 
but either way you cannot leave 
this production without being 
shaken by the horror of human 
dysfunction. 

And the performances are sec- 
ond to none. Coralie Cairns shows 
exactly why she is Sterling Award 
material in her portrayal of 
Martha. Like her character’s self- 
description, Cairns is “a Gatling

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Lacy takes rightful place in forefront

rom his early days with 
Fees Taylor to his most 

recent projects, Steve Lacy 
has always been on the cut- 
ting edge of jazz. This hasn't 
always been for the best, 
career-wise, as his music was 
often seen as too radical for 
the general public. But after 
decades of maintaining his 
musical integrity, Lacy thinks that America has 
finally caught up to him. 

“Tt's a question of time. The music is like 
wine,” he says when asked why response to his 
music is so much better now than ever before. 
“When it starts to get older, it goes down well 
and everybody wants to drink it. When it’s new, 
it’s fearful.” 

The analogy of jazz to wine is a fitting 
response from someone who has lived in Paris 
for the past 35 years. Lacy emigrated to Europe 
in 1965, finding the people there more open to 
his music. 

“In the ’60s, I was part of a movement that 
broke the boundaries of music. But the people 
were moving away from it, because they 
couldn't dance to it, and we were forced under- 
ground. When I got to Europe, I found it was 
possible to play what I wanted and not starve 
to death.” 

Decades later, with a new generation of both 
players and listeners, the changes Lacy and his 
generation made to the music have been incor- 
porated into the mainstream. This acceptance 
has translated into numerous touring and 
recording opportunities for Lacy, who is now 
regarded as one of the most important musi-

cians of the era. He tours 
North America several 
times each year and has 
appeared on well over 200 
albums in his 45-year 
career. 

His current tour, with a 
stop at the Yardbird Suite 
this Saturday, March 25, 
reunites him with trombon- 
ist Roswell Rudd, an old 
partner from the iconoclastic 1960's jazz scene. 
Rudd and Lacy co-led a band in the U.S. just 
before the saxophonist moved across the 
Atlantic. Rudd stayed in the U.S. playing and 
recording much less frequently than is deserv- 
ing of a musician of his calibre. 

Over the years, Lacy and Rudd have periodi- 
cally collaborated on various projects. 
Following a tour last year, they recorded an 
album titled Monk’s Dream for Verve Records, 
one of the few major label releases in either 
man’s career. According to Lacy, it’s these 
kinds of old friendships that make it easier to 
create good music. 

“Roswell and I go back to the 50s and my 
bass player Jean-Jacques Avenel and I have 
been together for 25 years, and those long-term 
associations are what I value.” 

Another long-term association is with the 
music of Thelonious Monk, which Lacy first 
played in the mid-1950s. Since then he has 
turned to Monk’s compositions frequently, in 
contexts ranging from solo to big band. 

“They are exemplary of musical construc- 
tions that work,” he says. “The structures are 
original and fun to play, but they are also chal- 
lenging and present lots of possibilities.

F eisere you end up after a few 

years of gigging and getting 
together the songs and cash need- 
ed for an album. For local pop- 
rock combo Sleave, it was the 
first. step, the place to hone their 
product for public consumption.

Equally gifted as a vocalist, writer and guitarist, it 
isn’t hard to figure out why a respected label like 
Hightone out of San Francisco signed Armstrong. The 
company has released two Armstrong discs, the latest 
being Dark Night with its autobiographical title track. 

Armstrong, with the help of a very solid backing 
trio, kicked off the week with a set of originals and 
not a soul in the house called out for.the:typical 
requests, that can range from Hooker to Thorogood to 
Clapton. 

That was a great sign as the entire room was drawn 
into Armstong’s brand of blues that at times is built 
on classic progressions but is liberally sprinkled with 
R&B, soul and rock voicings. It gives him an overall 
sound that is initially inviting because of the familiar

touches, but keeps one 
glued because of its 
uniqueness.

At the 
time there was a certain semiotic 
confusion associated with getting 
one’s ears pierced (left ear meant

The semiotics of piercing have 
settled immensely since then and 
now the desire to get pierced rep- 
resents a person’s expression for 
individuality, explains Pat, fully 
aware of the potential irony of 
expressing one’s individuality in 
such a popular action. 

“We live in a fast-paced world 
and we don’t have much say about 








what happens to us anymore,” he 
says. “The only real power you 
have is over your body. Tattoos 
and piercing are a form of self- 
expression.” 

An advantage to piercing com- 
pared to a tattoo is that the pierc- 
ing is nowhere as permanent and 
most piercings will heal complete- 
ly once the jewelry is removed for 
any length of time. 

Popular piercing choices — 
after the ears — include the ton- 
gue, navel and the eyebrow, with 
“nipples gaining a lot of ground.”

Mainstream exposure hasn’t dampened enthusiasm for body modification 
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Cinematic Iconoclasts powers untaded

Spanish filmmaker Luis 
Bunuel: Un Chien Andalou, L’Age 
@Or, Belle de Jour and Tristana 
A contemporary of the Surrealists, 
Luis Bufuel managed eventually to 
make commercial films that were 
also critiques of bourgeois esthet- 
ics and social mores. 

Born in 1900 in Spain, Bunuel’s 
earliest influence was his strict 
Jesuit education. He spent much 
of his artistic life condemning the 
church. After spending some time 
in Madrid with the likes of Sal- 
vador Dali and the poet Frederico 
Garcia Lorca, he moved to Paris 
where, hired by the director Jean 
Epstein, he began his work in the 
cinema. Financed by his mother he 
made the groundbreaking Un 
Chien Andalou in 1928 with Sal- 
vador Dali, gaining him the 
Surrealist seal of approval. 

Un Chien Andalou is most 
famous for its opening scene. A 
man is on a balcony. We are 
shown the moon, hidden by 
clouds. The man slices open a 
woman’s eyeball. 

What follows is a series of sce- 
narios held together by subtitles 
that attempt to give some temporal 
order to the film, but instead 
obscure the linearity of the film 
even more. During this time, 
Bufuel was becoming equally dis- 
affected with middle class values 
and the avant-garde movement 
and its own conventions. That this 
film shocked audiences (and still 
does today) is not surprising. But 
that may well have been his inten- 
tion. His films were never meant to 
merely satisfy the desires of the 
audience. 

L’Age d’Or is equally shocking 
— this one is explicitly anti-bour- 
geois and anti-Catholic to the point 
of causing riots when it was first 
released. The apparent attack on 
the church as well as the relatively 
explicit sexual content of the film 
caused it to be banned in several

countries. Though it premiéred in 
1930, it was only passed by the 
censors in Portugal and Finland in 
the 1980s. However, later works 
won him the Palme d’Or three 
times at Cannes as well as two 
Oscar nominations, giving him the 
distinction of being anti- and pro- 
establishment at the same time. 
What makes this and other 
Bufuel films “surreal” is obvious. 
We have all seen enough cartoon 
send-ups of surrealist art to know 
what it looks like. Weird stuff 
keeps happening — the eyeball 
slicing, the ants that crawl out of a 
hole in a man’s hand and another 
fellow dragging a piano draped 
with a donkey's carcass. However, 
there would be no surrealism with- 
out the absolute normalcy of the 
settings. By shocking the audience 
with the oddball images he cre- 
ates, he merely brings to light the 
very absurdity of normality itself. 
Belle de Jour exemplifies the 
normality he is attempting to cri- 
tique. Although there is no obvious 
weirdnesses to signify surrealism 
in its popular sense — the edits 
are “invisible,” time is linear, char- 
acters behave relatively logically 
— this film is the extension of the 
radical ideas Bufiuel developed in 
his more explicitly surreal films. 
Severine (Catherine Deneuve) is 
the newlywed wife of a Parisian 
doctor. Outwardly, they have an 
ideal life: a large house with ser- 
vants, fashionable holidays, attrac- 
tive and well-off friends. Maybe 
she is bored, because she often 
has violent and humiliating sexual 
fantasies that may be related to 
real or imagined childhood sexual 
abuse. Morbidly curious after hear- 
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Catherine Deneuve, about to take a beating — or is she? =e 
in Luis Bufuel’s provocative Belle de Jour. 

Hollywood dumbing-down is used 
every day in bad sit-coms, which 
indicate a fantasy by using those

The key to Belle de Jour is the 
lack of boundaries between 
Severine’s fantasies and her reali- 
ty. Indeed, this is also the “point” 
of Bufnuel’s use of film as a medi- 
um. It is simultaneously the most 
realistic and the most artificial 
artistic medium. While cinema 
gives perhaps the best simulation 
of the real (continuous moving 
images, sound), it is also the most 
elaborate fakery — one may argue 
that even the most naturalistic of 
films is merely an optical illusion. 

Bufuel plays with the audience, 
introducing the sound of carriage 
bells to signal the beginning of 
Severine’s fantasies. The standard

that easy. Even the bells become 
unreliable as Severine’s real life 
and fantasy life become obscured. 
Of course, the point is that there is 
no fantasy, only reality) — and 
that’s the real joke, isn’t it?

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Continental Treat a superb setting for supper

ast Saturday night, when it came time to 0) 

out and sample the culinary delights of our 

fine River City, we were all hankering for 
continental cuisine. Trying to narrow it down, 
we rapidly decided to eliminate Italian (I’ve 
been cooking far too much pasta) and French 
(we reviewed a French joint not two weeks 
ago), leaving us with German. 

Suzette suggested Continental Treat (10560 - 

Ave.), a local eatery known for its fine 
German cooking. I was also interested to 
check the place out since it was advertising 
itself of late as a cocktail bar as well as a fine 
bistro. Can’t have too many good cocktail 
joints now, can we? 

Continental Treat has always had a certain 
old-fashioned appeal to it. The eatery as a 
whole is cozy and quiet, now bisected into two 
rooms, One dominated by a big ol’ cocktail bar 
and a couple of armchair-encircled cocktail 
tables, and a mock-Edwardian dining room 
boasting mustard-colored walls and billowy 
curtains. Just what the Scooby gang was look- 
ing for, all the way down to a broad menu laden 
with Old World, artery-clogging delights. 


Of the three, I was the only one to venture 
into the realm of appetizers and decided to try 
the ever-popular Tomato Salad — big beefy 
garden tomatoes cut up peasant-style, served 
lightly peppered, drenched in premium olive 
oil, with tiny chunks of onion —a simple offer- 
ing yet incredibly tasty and a great way to 
wake up the palate to further flavor sensations. 

For the main course I decided to be Liles utated 
and order the Goulash. Ray and Suzette didn’t 
want to be any more daring and promptly 
ordered the Chicken Stroganoff and Chicken 
Schnitzel respectively. The service was nothing 
but prompt and our meals arrived in no time 
flat. 

All three entrées were superb, firmly above 
average, and if I dare say so, one of the finer 
German meals I’ve had in recent memory. 

In particular I have to credit the kitcHen for 
making all the entrées as tasty and hearty as 
they were without making the meals particu- 
larly heavy. The Goulash, for example, was 
thick and rich but not overly fatty and the 
Spatzel on which it was served was some of 
the lightest I've ever seen. I didn’t think it could 
even be that light. Sampling Ray's tasty 


Chicken Stroganoff, all creamy and mush} 
roomy goodness, underlined my observation 
— deft kitchen here, kids. The side dishes to 
the last also showed great forethought and 
were a wondrous accompaniment to, the 
entrées. 

Ray and I found our imeals so tight \ and 
refreshing that we had room for dessert (as if 
we ever run out of room. I swear, a few more 
years of this column and Ill look like Orson 
Wells: The Later Years). Ray chose a deep, dark 
chocolate Torte and I a fluffy Crépe stuffed 
with ice cream and drenched in booze. As 
decadent as it sounds. 

We should have quit while we were ahead. 
Having been thus amazed, the ever-suggestible 
Ray and I decided to test the joint’s cocktail- 
making prowess. We stuck to the basics: a 
Manhattan for me anda Vodka Martini for the 
Ray-man. 

MISTAKE! The Manhattan was mediocre and 
served cocktail-style (i.e., chock full o’ ice) and 
they came to the table to shake Ray's 
Vermouth-drenched Martini in front of him. Oh 
well, next time we'll know to ask for extra dry 
and stirred!
